It was stated that his 
case had been referred to the Presiding Elder of the Salisbury 
District for investigation who reported after thorough investi- 
gation no trial was found to be necessary, and his character 
was passed. 

Atkins, D. D., President of Emory and Henry Col- 
lege, Virginia, was introduced to the Conference and, as Agent 
of the Holstan Conference, submitted a report proposing a plan 
of settlement with the Conference claimants and announced his 
readiness to settle as authorized by his Conference.

R-v. John Tillett. son of Ja-'ob ami Anna Titum Tillett, was horn near 
Shiloh, Camden eonnty, N. C , November2 !rd. 1«12. 

Tlis father died when he was quite younp. Tie wa^* prepared lor college 
in Elizabeth ‘hty by an Episcopal clergyman. Rev. Mr. Buxton, father of 
Judge Buxton of Fayetteville, N. C. When about sixteen years of age he 
heard a M thodisl preacher for the first time, the Rev. Ct-ortre Bain. 
Through hi-» influenee joined yvitu that of Rev. m. Elliott, a useful local 
preacher, heent'red the first Fre>hnvin ‘Mass at Randolph Macon College, 
N'a , ill Augu-'t, ISo?. 

It was his purpose when he entered college to study law hut after lie yvas 
converted and joined the church, whieh he did in 1834 under the ministry o^ 
the Rev. W. B. Rowzie, he felt divinely called t * preach the Gospel and was 
licensed under Rev. Louis Skidmore mi ^838. He graduat« d in 1837. 

lie taught sciiool ten month', at Clemonsvill.*. and six months at Mocks- 
ville, N. C. He vvas admitted into the North Carolina Conference at Salis- 
bury', January 30th, 1839 , ordained i'ea on by Bi'hop 'Ihomas A. Morri.^ at 
Mocksv fie December -.'Tth, 1840, and Klder by Bishop Beverly Waugh at 
Louis' urg, October .'fith, 184 ^

During his active ministry beginning January, C39, and clo-ing Novem- 
ber, 1 8 . 5 , he attended every session of the North Carolina Annual Confer- 
ence. On the fourth Sabbath in No* ember, 1885, he preached two memo- 
rial seimons yvhich closed his puip t minist*ati >us. 

That night he yvas tak-n violently ill with acute bronchitis. Typhoi<l fe- 
ver soon set in yvhich left him prostrated and a great suffeier until July 
l7th, isso. when he sweetly fell asleep in Jesus. 

In 1886 he moved to 'Thomasville, N. C,, where he liv» d until the death of 
Ids wife in April. 188-. For one year thereafter he lived with Ids daiigh 
ter. Mrs. T. J. Allison, her husband bei 'g the Presbyterian Minister at 
Elmwot d, lredi‘11 county, N. C. 

Last April he moved to the home of his son, Clnules W. 'Tillett in Char- 
lotte, where he diea in the presence of his sons, Wilbur, Charles an 1 Augus 
tus, the la't of whom had not seen him for ten years. His sufferings for 
neatly five years ha<l 1 eeii of the most intense character. His pot*r b'*dy 
shrunk from the returning paroxysms of pains and the desire to get out of 





This he repeated twice- The voices of the holy ones of heaven and earth 
blend in noblest notes of piaises tu God. 

Throutih grace he was completely ready and has entered heaven and with 
dear ones gone before he will ever give glory to God iu the highest. He was 
buried in Charlotte, C., the funeral services being conducted by Rev. P. 
J. Carraway, Presiding Elder of Charlotte District, assisted by Rev. S. Pool 
and Rev. W. C. Gannon. 

October 6th, he was married to M'ss Elizabeth Wyche, daughter of James 
Wyche, Esq —first Presidmt of the Raleigh & Gaston Railroad, and sister 
of Rev. Ira T. Wyche, by whom he had nine children. Two of these died 
in infancy, one in youth, and one, Miss Laura Elizabeth, in riper years, in 
1860. 



Mie was a woman of strong intellect, a very successful teacher in the town 
of Rockingham arid an active worker in the church of Christ. Her memory 
is precious. The surviving children are James W. Tillett of Person county, 
Nettie now Mrs. T. J. Allison, Rev. Wilbur F. Tillett, D. D., Dean of the 
Theological Faculty and Professor of Systematic Theology in Vanderbilt 
University, Charles W. Tillett, of the Charlotte bar, and Henry Augustus 
Tillett, a lawyer of Abiline, Texas. His wife died in 18«2. 

In the latter part of 1863 he was married again to Mrs. Louisa Y. Speed, 
who died. April 5th, 1889, at Thomasville N. C. 

True and noble women they were. Each was faithful to the obligations 
inhering in the relation she sustained to husband, childien, and the church 
of God. He who knows all can alone determine how far the successful min- 
istry of the husband, thn true nobility and the present and prospective use- 
fulness of the children have resulted from the quiet beautiful Christian lives 
of these two women. God will reward them 

He was greatly blessed in his children, who have ever honored him and 
through the years of suffering delighted to contribute in every way possible 
to his comfort. 

When John Tillett died the earthly career of a most remarkable, strong, 
successful, Methodist preacher was closed. In an important sense he was 
unique. His sense of obligation in observing his vows as a Methodist 



the body was often expressed. Y'et he was christHlnly patient. 

At no time did he express a desire for anything unless Go t should Iv? glo- 
rified by it. His peace was as a river : his conscious acceptance with God 
tlnough Jesus Christ and his joyful hope of heaven constituted his normal 
condition lor several years 

Dr. W. F. Tillett, who was with him for two weeks before his death, 
writes : “Xever did anyone long for and welcome death more eagerly than 
he. The future was as bright and clear to him as the noon day sun. Death 
had not a single terror for him.” 

• The last passage of Scripture he was known to quote (and that to himself 
when he thought no one was near) was “Glory to Go I in the highest, peace

During his last pastorate he made thi< sratement ; “The Mastei knows 
all. he approves and I am willing t<* meet my record at his bar.” Uis cmi- 
science compelled him *o cr> aloud and spare not. 

He preached his convictions without regard to the social character or po- ' 
sition of an offender. The purity of the Church was greatly improved 
wherever he labored, while many were added to it such as diall forever he 
saved. 

To honor and wealth for his <•; iidreu he attached comparatively little im- 
portance, but his ceaseh’ss prayer and desire for them was that they might 
be what God would have them be. 

To them and to the Church he ever s>iid ‘-Foilow me as I follow Christ ” 
The path he trod shines brightly. The gate through whicti he passed into |

Memoir of P. F. W. Sta.my. 



Paul Franklin Winfield Stamy was born in Burke county, N. May 6th, 
1849, and died of malignant typhoid fever in High Point, N. C , July 4th, 
1890. Age 41 years, one month and twenty. eight days. Unto his parents, 
the Rev. Alexander ^tamey, an honored minister of the Baptist Church, 
and Belzorah, his wife, both of wdiom survive him. there were born eleven 
children, of whom the subject of this sketch was the eldest, and the first to 
depart 

Few families as large as this preserve their ranks unbroken so long. So 
far as it was obtained from schools, Bro. Stamey received his education at 
Rutherford College in the county of his birth. In the year of 1864, while 
fifteen years of age he embraced religion at a protracted meeting at Palm- 
Tree Church, in Lincoln county, conducted by his father. Of his experience 
at that time, he says “I was converted in the night at the church while 
kneeling at the altar,” which doubtless accounts for his staunch adherence 
to the altar as a good plac‘d— as the best place— for others to come into real- 
ization of the same blessed experience. At this church, where he thus first 
saw the light, he at once gave in his name for membership, and was for a 
numbei of years identified with it as such, serving for a long while, though 
young as a class leader and having as an associate in the work his life-long 
friend, the Rev. M. W. Boyles. 

In November 186,6, at the age of seventeen he was married to Miss Harriet 
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F. \V}’an'^^, of C itiwbi. who, during the twrinty-four years of their ma-ried 
life has been to him a helpmate indeed, laboring in her sphere and arduously 
that he might be as untrammeled as possible in doing the Master’s work. 

To them there were born eight children, seven of whom survive, six girls 
and one boy Having obtained license to exhort and then to preach, in 
187.^, he was recommended by the 3rd Quarterly (conference of South Fork 
Circuit, held at Wesley’s chapel in Catawba co mty, for admission into the 
travelling connection of the N. C. c.onference, M. E. • hurch, South, and at 
its following S‘"Ssion held in iToldsboro, Bishop Keener pres'ding, he was 
received on trial and assigned for t e following year to Dallas Circuit in 
Gaston county Heie was his work for that year and the two following, 
’75 and ’7ii During ’77. ’78 and ’79 he traveled Mo.ganton Cire.uit in Burke 
countv : ’8 >, ’81 and ’82. Newton Circuit, Catawba county ; ’83, Iredell Cir- 
cuit, Iredell county : ’s-i and ’85 Moor -sville Circui , Iredell county : ’86 Ai- 
bemaile C rcmt, c-tanly count>. 

During ’87 and ’88 he was stationed a , Re dsville and du ing ’89 and the 
first s-ven months of the Conference year, 1890, In was the popular Presid 
tog Elder of the Trinity District. 

At Wilmington, in 1875, he was ordained deacon by Bishop Holland N. 
McTyiere, a .d at Salisbury, in 1877. eid*-r by Bishop David S. Doggett. 

Regarding his work as a minis'er, 1 -will >,ay without fear of pr<»voklng a 
contrarv opinion, that among his brethren of the Conference he was remark- 
ably, unusually successful as a winnei of souls. If there was any other ob- 
ject of legitimate endeavor' before a minister of the Gospel, any sidetrack of 
pleasurable pursuit outside of this. Brother Stamy <lid not know it. 

He was a man of one work and of one way of doing it, and that way, con- 
stant, onremittiug, faithful use of the word, and success as he understood' 
the word, as applicable to himself and his work, crowned his efforts. Re- 
cently I have read these words. “The only true measure of preaching is 
its saving power.” 

“He is a true preacher who packs his sentences with the Gospel rather 
than with logic and transcends ordinary pulpit talkers, not in the beauty of 
his periods but in the multitude of his converts ” Take this estimate of 
true preaching which after all must be the true criterian and lay beside it 
the life and labors of P. F. W. Stamy and say if he has not received the well 
done o f Him whom beloved to serv«. 

In a >rief sketch which he has left of himself are such records as these : 
during his three years on Dallas Circuit there were 350 additions to the 
Church : on Morganton Circuit during a term of some length 600, additions ; 
then over 600 conversions on Newton Circuit while under his charge 
the next three years. 

One year on Iredell Circuit resulted in 150 additions and two years on 
Mooresville Circuit in 500. As a station pastor he was not less successful. 

At Reidsville where he had his only experience of this sort, the church 
was wonderfully built up, there being not less than 200 additions during his 
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short lerni of two yeais. 

While there his Sf-rviees w*^ re i” freqne- 1 demand for evangelistic work 
and h« did not hesitalw to give them whenever he could do so without 
jeopardizing the imerests of his own charge. 

At lij nchburg, Va., during the pastorate of Dr. Hannon at one of the city 
churches his services were obtained and the Lord blessed him in effecting a 
wonderful revival of 'eligion, during which ther- were over 400 conversions. 
Who that was in High Point during bis first year on the Trinity District 
does not re n ember bis indefatigable labors in a revival meeting in the Meth- 
odist church ? In the pulpit and out of it he was untiring, praying and 
talking with such effect as to carry conviction to the hearts of multitudes. 

There were nearly 100 conversions during this "meeting, over 50 of whom 
were brought into the Methodist church. To preach glad tidings to the 
poor was indeed his divine employ. 

The extracts 1 have made from his journal do not show any spirit of self- 
devotion, quite the revel se. I find along with them such expressions as 
these : “The Lord btessed my^ labors here most wonderfully.” “During 
these three years we have had copious showers of divine grace,” and similar 
ones showing that he attributed whatever success attended his labors to 
Him alone from whom it came. 

I was with him much durng his last illness, an illness that must have been 
peculiarly malignant in that it carried off one apparently in such perfect 
health ai d of so robust a frame, in such a short time, baffling the constant 
watchfulness and care of loving prayerful friends and the skill of faithful 
physicians. 

He was not disposed to talk even as regarded the future after his malady 
had gotten full hold upon him. But when interrogated his answers were 
cle ar, emphatic and satisfactory, 

I asked him if he was trusting in the Lord and felt His presence. His an- 
swer was a decided “Yes.” 1 asked him if the Lord had not ever been good 
and kind to him. He responded “Always.” To his brother who asked him 
once if he were suffering much, he said; “He maketh all my bed in my sick- 



During the morning before he died I was in the room with him alone. 
He lay upon his pillow in complete prostration gazing into what must have 
been eternity. Presently with a strength 1 knew not he had he placed one 
hand behind him, supporting himself upon it and with the othei reached 
out before him, and used these words, “1 am going now.” I believe they 
are the last I heard from him. He has gone not into forgetfulness, but to be 
enshrined in the memory of thousands of loving friends, gone to enjoy an 
eternity of bliss with Him whom he loved and labored for so faithfully.

Your Committee appointed to consider the best method of ar- 
ranging for the Conference Claimants and funds report the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

Whereas, The Joint Board of Finance at tl e last session of the 
North Carolina Conference made assessments for the claimants 
of the Conference Fund within the bounds of the Conference as 
then constituted and without reference to the division of the Con- 
ference which has since been affected: and 

Whereas, The money so collected was designed for these claim- 
ants respectively; therefore 

We recommend 1st, That the Joint Board of Finance of the 
Conference be directed to hold the funds belonging to the claim- 
ants on the Conference Fund within our bounds until the session 
of the North Carolina Conference in Wilson, and that the Joint 
Board of Finance of this Conference shall appoint their Treasurer 
with the Joint Board of Finance of the North Carolina 
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Conference and consolidating our funds with theirs, make such a 
pro rata within the bou> ds ot both these Conferences as in their 
judgment may be equitable. 

2. We further recommend that the Board of Finance of this 
C< nference make a memorandum ol each claimant within the 
bounds of this Conference and place it in the hands of their 
Treasurer to be laid before the Board of the N«>rth Carolina Con- 
ference for his information to enable them and him to reach 
< quitable conclusions in each case. 

3. We further recommend that the Joint Board of P'inance (d 
this Conference be directed to keep separate the amounts paid on 
this fund by that part of our territory transferred from the Hol- 
ston Conference, and that these amounts be 'orwanled to L. L. 
H. Carlock. Treasurer of the Missionary Board of the Holston 
Conference, residing in Da\ton, Tenn.. to be distributed by him 
among the claimants on the Conference fund, residing in said ter- 
ritory, .according to the appointment made for them by the said 
Holston Conference. 

4. We further recommend that the Domestic Missionary mon- 
ey collected within the bounds of the .\sheville and Franklin Di>- 
tricts be also forwarded to the Missionary Treasurer, as above, 
to be paid to the missionaries laboring in said territfirv accord- 
ing t« the drafts issued to them bv the Holston Conferenee. 

o. We further recommend that the a.nounts collect e<l for edn- 
catiot- within the bounds of the Asheville and Franklin Districts 
be forwarded to J. W. Paulct, Treasurer, Kno.xville. Tenn., to be 
applied to the objects for which it was collected. 

6. We also recommend that the hrst recommendation of this 
report apply to the Domestic Mission Fund as between the 
North Carolina and the Western North Carolina Conferences.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The Board of Education to which has been referred the reports 
of the several institutions of learning under the care of the Con- 
ference beg leave to submit the lollowing report: 

In our view the educational interest of the Church is vital to 
its future growth and final triumph and the time has come when 
we can not afford to let it occupy a subordinate position in the 
thought of our people. 

.\s a denomination we must occupy a place in the very fore- 
front of the great educational movement i»ow going forward 
through the State. While there is a vast work lying immediate- 
ly before us yet to be done in order to bring all our people up to 
the proper appreciation of the value of education, we note, with 
pleasure, that there has been a marked advance in this direction 
during the current year and all the schools under our control are 
already feeling the influence of this growing sentiment in favor 
of a higher education. 

We find that the Western North Carolina Conference has four 
institutions of learning owned and controlled by the Church, 
viz: Trinity College, Davenport Female College, Weaverville 
Male and Female College, and Hayesville College. 

TRINITY COLLEGE. 

We recommend the adoption by this Conference of the follow- 
ing: 

1. Report of the Trustees of Trinity asking the Western North 
Carolina Conference to ratify the action of this Board in the re- 
moval of the College to Durham, N. C., as hereinafter presented, 
to wit: 

Whereas, the North Carolina Annual Conference at its session 
in Greensboro, N. C., in the month of November, A. D., 1889, au- 
thorized^and directed the Board of Trustees of Trinity College to 
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move said College to the city of Raleigh upon certain conditions: 
and 

Whereas, the said Board of Trustees at a called meeting on the 
20th day of March. A. D., 1890, in the city of Ourham, N. C.. 
passed the following resolution, to wit: 

“W’/jereas, the Board of Trustees of Trinity College and the 
“North Carolina Conference are in law and equity bound” to 
maintain the obligations into which they have publich’ entered 
with the citizens of Raleigh for the removal of “Trinity College 
to said city and 

'' Whereas, Messrs. Duke and Carr, and other citizens- of Dur- 
“ham have this day made a most liberal offer for which we are 
“m<'st profoundly thankful and which it would be to the par- 
“araount interest of the College to accept, therefore be it 
'^Resolved: By the Board of Trustees of Trinity College, now 
“in session in the city of Durham, that a committee of three 
“members of the Board be appointed by the Chairman to wait 
“on,the citizens’ committee of Raleigh on Trinity College and 
“request of them a release from our obligations to comply with 
“the terms of our agreement with them that we ma^’ he free to 
“accept the offer of the citizens of Durham be accepted.

And, Whereas, the citizens of Raleigh released the said Board 
of Trustees from all obligations io move said college to said city 
of Raleigh, and 

Whereas, J. S. Carr, Esq. of Durham, N, C., has proposed to 
donate to the Board of Trustees of Trinity College the sum of 
eighty-five thousand dollars for the purposes following: to wit. 
the sum of not less than fifty thousand dollars to be used in the 
erection of the main central building of said College on said tract 
of land and the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars or such sum 
as may remain of said eighty-five thousand dollars to be added 
to the endowment fund of said College, and 
Vfbereas. Other citizens of Durham, N. C., have proposed to 
donate to the said Board of Trustees the sum of nine thousand 
dollars or more, and 

Whereas, The cause of Christian education will oe greatly pro- 
moted by accepting these munificent donations, therefore 
Resolved 1, That the Board of Trustees of Trinity Colllege be 
and is heieby authorized and directed to move Trinity College 
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to Durha'ti, N. C., when and not until aforesaid tract of land is 
conveyed to the Board of Trustees and their successors by a good 
and sufficient deed in fee simple, free from all incumbrances, and 
there is erected on said tract of land the main central budding as 
proposed, at a cost of not less than fifty thousand dollars to be 
paid out of said donation of eighty-five thousand dollars, and 
the said sum of thirty-five thousand dollars or such sum as may 
remain of said sum of elghtv-five thousand dollars is placed in 
the hands of said Board of Trustees as an addition to the en- 
dowment fund of said College: 

Provided said conveyance of said tract of land shall be made 
to the Board of Trustees of Trinity College and their succeesors, 
for the use and benefit of the North Carolina Conference and the 
Western North Carolina Conference, Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, as thev now exist and are constituted and for 
the use and benefit of such Conferences as may hereafter be ere 
ated by the said Church out of any territory within the State of 
North Carolina: so that said property shall be and remain the 
joint propertv of the North Carolina Conference and the Wes- 
tern North Carolina Conference as they now exist and such other 
Conferences as may hereafter be created out of said territory. 

Resolved 3. That the following resolution passed by the North 
Carolina Annual Conference at Greensboro, November, A. D., 
1889, to wit : “It if. further 

"'Resolved, That all vacancies on the Board of Trustees of 
“Trinity College shall be filled by the North Carolina Confer- 
“ence till it is divided and when divided by such Conferences as 
“shall be created as provided in the foregoing resolution, lie- 
“ginning with the Conference furtherest east and that Confer- 
“ence filling one and the Conference next to it filling one and 
“so on ’till each Conference has filled one and then again the 
“same way in turn,’’, be and the same is hereby approved rati- 
fied and confirmed so far as it is now applicable. 

Resolved 4i. That the grounds and buildings now owned and 
used at Trinity College, Randolph county, be held by said Board 
of Trustees of Trinity College to be used as the High School de- 
partment of Trinity College. 

(Signed ) John F. Crowell, ( Committee of Board 
J. W. Maunby. < of Trustees of 
( Trinity College. 

2. We recommend the raising of $2500 through the educa- 
tional collections of this Conference as our equal share with the 
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North Carolina Conference for the use ot Trinity College on thp 
same basis of apportionment as last year. 

3. We recommend the adoption of the following report of the 
Board of Trustees on the raising of the Endowment Fund of 
Trinity College, viz: 

“That the Western North Carolina Conference, jointly with 
"the North Carolina Conference, be asked by this Board of 
“Trustees of Trinity College to assist in raising the Endow- 
“ment Fund of the College to $200,000 by increasing Jthe 
“present fund by the addition of $115,000, by the following 
“method, to-wit: that the Presiding Elders be directed to ar- 
“range with the President of the College for the holding of 
“mass meetings at all advisable points on their respiective dis- 
“tricts for the raising of endowment; also that this Confer- 
ence herewith earnestly urges that the members of the College of 
Bishops assist us in raising this fund in mass meetings at central 
points throughout the Conference. 

We wish to record the gratitude of this Conference to God and 
our appreciation of the beneficence of those who have during the 
past year made such unu.sually liberal donations to the College, 
viz: Mr. W. Duke, Mr. J. S. Carr, and Mrs. Alma L. Avera and 
others; and that we commend their noble Christian example to 
our people and uige upon them the importance of availing them- 
selves of the advantages of higher education put within the reach 
of our young men. 

We recommend the appointment of the Rev. J. F. Heitman and 
the Rev. L, W. Crawford to chairs of Instruction in Trinity Col- 
lege and the Rev. John F. Crowell, as President thereof. 

DAVENPORT FEMALE COLLEGE. 

This institution is located in the town of l^enoir, Caldwell 
county, a most beautiful and healthy section of North Carolina 
and is easy of access by Railroad. 

It is now under the Presidency of Prof. John D. Minick, a grad- 
uate of Buckwell University. He has associated with him an- ef- 
ficient corps of teachers, and has provided an ample and well ar- 
ranged course of study. 

We heartily endorse this school andcommdnd it to the patron- 
age of our people and the general public. We recommend that 
the Trustees 'be and are hereby authorized to have tne title of 
this property, transferred to the Western North Carolina Confcr- 
ehce, and that a visiting committee of three be appointed from 
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this body to the same, and that $1,000. the same as last year, 
be assessed the churches on the same basis as heretolore, for next 
year, which amount is to be applied by the Trustees to finishing: 
the buildings now only partially completed. 

VVEAVERVILLE COLLE(iR. 

This school is situated in Buncombe county, eight miles from 
the city of Asheville, in the very heart of the mountains of Wes- 
tern North Carolina, and possesses all the advantages <)f cli- 
mate and natural scenery eoram<)n to this delightful section ol 
our State. 

This institution is under the presitlency of Prof. M. Yost, a 
teacher of experience and abilit}’. He is assisted bv a superior 
Tacultv and has matriculated, the present session 120 pupils. 

We take pleasure in warmly commending this school to the 
t>atronage i»f all the people and we recorrmend that a financi.'il 
agent and a visiting committee he appointed by the Bishop. 

HAYESVILLE COLLEGE.' 

This institutif>n is located in Clay county. North Carolina, on 
one of the most beautiful >*ites in America. Rev. H 1*. B dlev. a 
grarlunte of Roan >kc College. Va . and later ol the Yamlvibilt 
University, is its President. 

He is assist*. d by efficient and competent instructors. 

This school now has 1G3 pujiiis and n number of others will 
enter in the near fntnre. We, as a Conferenee. fully endorse this 
institution tin*! commend it t*i our peofile and others for their 
patronage. We recommend that Rev. FI. P. Bailey be appointed 
to its presidency, and that a financial agent also be xippointed 
by the Conference to labor in its interest, and that the Presiding 
Elder ot Franklin District and the preachers in charge of the 
Alurphy and Brys*»n City Circuits be ilesignated as a visiting 
committee. 



GREENSBORO FEMALE COLLEi'tE. 

This highly cherished insiuutiim, though *)vvnedand controlU-d 
bv private indivi«lual.s, has long iieeii closely allied to the Church 
in North Car- Ima and has done in the past a valuable work in 
the interest of higher feinal*. educaiion.

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ed teachers. This noble institution is striving to raatnlain a high 
standard of efficiency and we endorse and recommend it to all 
having daughters to educate.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your Committee on Bible cause respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report: 

The Bible is an inexhaustible reservoir from which flow peren- 
nial streams of blessing for individuals. States and nations. It is 
the instrument of conversion— “Being born again, not of corrupt- 
ible seed, but incorruptible by the word of God which liveth and 
abideth forever.” 1st Peter, 1:23. 

It is the means of sanctification — and perfection — “Sanctify 
them through the truth, thy word is truth.” John 17:17, “That 
the man of God may be perfect thoroughly furnished unto all 
good works. II Tim. 3:17. Amid all the fires of criticism and 
persecution, burning through the centuries — kindled by rational- 
ism, pantheism, materialism, deism, atheism and all the hosts of 
the Amlikites — it has come forth unhurt — and proved itself in- 
destructible as asbestos in the flame. The American Bible Socie- 
ty is distributing annually about a million copies of the Bible in 
the United States and half a million in foreign lands. In North 
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Carolina it spends yearly, three or four thousand dollars — to put 
the word of God into the hands of all. Therefore 

Resolved 1st. That we rejoice in the success of the American 
Bible Society in its work among our people, and that' it is worthy 
of our contributions and our hearty co-operation, in its efforts to 
put a copy of the Scriptures into the hands ofevery child and all 
who are without it in our land. 

Resolved 2nd. That it is the duty of preachers and superin- 
tendents to see that the Bible is used as much as practicable, in 
the Sunday schools and not crowded out entirely by the lesson 
papers. 

Resolved 3rd. That it is an imperative obligation of parents 
to teach some pait of the Scriptures dail^v to their children, at 
home, and that to neglect this duty is to sin against God and 
the souls of the little ones. ‘*Thou shalt teach them diligently to 
thy children and shalt talk of them when thou best down and 
when thou riseth up.” Deut. 6:7. 

Resolved 4rth. That our pastors be requested to take collec- 
tions in their separate charges for the benefit of the Bible cause 
and that these sums collected be forwarded to t*^e Treasurer of 
the Joint Board ot Finance for this Conference and that he be di- 
rected to forward the same to the American Bible Society direct.

We may well question if we are faithful to our obligations and 
vows if we have the means of informing the people and neglect 
to do it. The Board earntstly urges the Presiding Elders and 
Preachers to have mass meetings — and give importance and in- 
terest to them, and thus instill a missionar\ conscience into our 
people. 

We ask every preacher to deliver a well-prej)ared sermon on 
the subject of Missions. It will be seen bv the action of the 
Board, in scaling the amount asked for by the Bishop and his 
council, that it is their desire and purpose to pay one hundred 
cents in the dollar on all drafts due our Missionaries. 

And now, as we enter upon the first year of our record as the 
Western North Carolina Conference, we earnestly pray that 
every Preacher and every Presiding Elder will enter into gener- 
ous rivalry to bririg up every flollar of the assessment for the

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

Your Sunday School Board beg leave to submit their report : 
We have had under careful and prayerful consideration the 
various phases of our Sunday School work, and find while we 
have reason to be grateful for its general prosperity, yet there is 
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much to be done by us if we would make the Sunday School 
what it ought to be. 

Your Board recommend that our Treasurer, C. H. Ireland, 
be constituted Agent of the Children’s Day Fund a^nd shall dis- 
pose of it only in the way determined on by the Sunday 
School Board. 

The Agent shall put on deposit at our Publishing House, at 
Nashville, Tenn., ninety per cent, of all the funds raised on 
Children’s Dav for the support of destitute Sunday Schools in 
the bounds of our Conference. He shall have power to aid or 
not, as he may judge best from all the informati*'nhe can obtain 
in regard to schools asking help. 

The funds shall be subject to the draft of the Agent of this 
Board, but in no case shall it be used for any purpose except pur- 
chasing literature or library for the use of the school aided. No 
application shah be considered unless statement be made therein 
that the school i» unable to supply itself with literature or’.ibra- 
r 3 ' and signed by the preacher in charge and superintendent of 
said school. No school shall be aided more than 20 cents per 
member per annum. All schools that expect to be aided more 
than one \’ear mast furnish to the S. S. Board a statement of 
their progress. 

The Agent, also, shall report to the Board at its meeting 
during the .Annual Conference, the schools helped, giving 
names of circuits, stations, missions and districts where they are 
situated together with amounts furnished and amount on hand. 
It shall be the duty of the Secretary of this Board frorp time to 
time, to publish in our Church papers, circulating in our bounds, 
a statement of the funds on deposit subject to the demands of 
needy Sunda\' Schools together with instructions how to appK' 
for the same. 

In compliance with direction in our discipline, page 140 and 
paragraph 241, your Board recommend that an annual Sunday 
School Conference be held at such time and place as the Sunday 
School Board, through its chairman and secretary, may desig- 
nate, to be composed of the Sunday School Conference Board 
and the presidents of all the Sunday School Distiict Conferences 
and two clerical and lay delegates from each Presiding Elder’s 
district, to be appointed by the Presiding Elder in each district 
respectivelir. 
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Your Board recommend that there shall be a special service for 
the children at the next Annual Conference on Sunday afternoon 
and the Sunday School Board shall appoint|a speaker for the 
same. 

In reference to the Children’s Day Fund, now on deposit at our 
Publishing House, collected before the division of the N, C. Con- 
ference, we appoint atid authorize C. H. Ireland, our treasurer, 
to confer with Rev. J. T. Lyon, the treasurer of the S. S. Board 
of the N. C. Conference, and secure an equitable division of all 
the funds not disbursed. , 

Your Committee would call attention to the day set apart by 
the General Conference as Children’s Day, and would urge a uni- 
versal observance of the same in the bounds of our Conference. 
We have in our Conference 581 Sunday Schools, 4,063 officers 
and teachers, and 38,188 scholars. Collected for Sunday School 
purposes $5,053 83 ; on children’s day. $259 17. 

Your Board respectfully submit the following: 

Resolved 1st, That each pastor preach two sermons during 
the year, one in March t and the other in August, upon the 
importance of early religious training of children, both in the 
home and Sunday School, and the responsibility of parents in 
connection with the same. That it is also the sense of this Con- 
ference that the entire membership of the chureh. as far as possi- 
ble, be members of the Sunday School and earnest workers in 
the same. 

Resolved 2nd, That all the Sunday Schools be organized into 
Sunday School Missionary Societies and that our Missionary 
literature be freely circulated in all the schools. 

Resolved 3rd, That our Sunday School Districl Conferences 
be composed of all the traveling and local preachers in the district 
together with the presiding elder and lour delegates from each 
pastoral charge, two of whom may be ladies. 

Resolved 4th, That our Sunday Sc'iool literature be used in 
all our Sunday Schools, and that the Bible be made more prom- 
inent than is generally done, and that as far as practicable each 
* school use the Bible in'connection with our lesson helper.
